Natural history is an amiable science, and 
astudy of deep interest, since it makes us 
acquainted with all the objects of nature that 
surrounds us through life. It is to be per- 
ceived with satisfaction, that a growing taste 
tor the delightful and useful knowledge con. 
veyed b anes: has warranted the publica 
tion ef the above work, wluch + creditable to 
the publishers, the Printer and Engraver, ax a 
specimen of fine arta, but whether it is equal- 
ly creditable to the Writerand the Draftsmen, 
is not so ocasily decided, 
This work has already been extoMed by 
many who know iittle or nothing of the sub- 
ect, and censured by others, who pretend to 
know. We shall not fall into cither of those 
extremes: we have read the book, and find in 
‘tas much to praise as to blame. We are im 
partial and happening to know something about 
enimals, we shall be candid, and state whut 
this book really us. 
It is intended as a first volume of the Natu- 
ral History of the United Staes, (yclept Ame- 
ncaasisusual, just ae Englandis called Furope 
by many, ) and contains the history of our Quad. 
rupeds, or a good part of them. Aithoug! 
the specs are very much reduced, two ami- 
lar volumes at least will be required to con. 
clade this class of Animals, We are not tok 
whether any other class ia to be added, or re- 
jected as not belonging to Natural History.— 
he Quadrupeds of Mexico and South Aime. 
rica, are not introduced; probably becaun 
they lwe beyond America ; but some from the 
North Vole and the Pacific Ocean are admit- 
ted, because we claim those regions. 
The Mechanical execution of this volume 
deserves commendat.on : it is neatly printed, 
and the plates are well engraved. The figure 
of Oneorasonca, an Indan Chief, is truly cha 
racteristic of the Mistours Indians. We wish 
that we could also commend the drawings of 
all the animals; but they «lo not deserve it.— 
Most of (hein eppear to be drawn from stufie! 
skins ia unnatural pomtions, or by anen that 
were not acquainted with Zoology, and had 
never scen the animals alive.

That Slavery is an evil of great magnitude, 
is 80 universally admutted, even by those 
whose peculiar situation induces then stll to 
support the system, that we cannot deem it 
necessary to enter into any elaborate argu- 
ments to convince the judgment of « class ot 
our fellow citizens, so generally intelhgent 
and reflecting, as those whom we now ad- 
dress. 

It must be obvious, from a consideration of 
our situation, relatewwely to the Slave popula. 
tion of the United States, that the politica: 
importance, the wealth, the happiness, and 
the titure secunty of the country, require 
that early measures shoukl be taken for the 
adoption of safe and rational means of avert. 
ing Los degrading burden trom une shoulders 
of our posterity. ‘Phe most politic and safe 
mode ot Aeliverance, i that which centem- 
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plates the progressive preparation of both 
| master and lave, tor the important change. 
The mind of the master should be unoued in 
| early life with correct notions of the natural 
ryglits of man, and of the inconsistency of a 
state of perpetual servitude with the avowed 
rinciples of our goverament—and the slave, 
y compatent instruction, shoald be quahhed 
to anderstund the duties of a fre man, and by 
suitable inducements, excited to orm the & 
with alacrity. If thus educated, the Slave 
will becume a useful citizen, as well trom ».

to it. 

Kk requires no prophetic vision, nor any 
very minute investigation to determine that in 
the republican Government of the U. States, 
Slavery must sooner or later cease. 

The only subject demanding special atten- 
tion then is, the means bes: adapted to re- 
move the evil without detrimeut to general 
society. 

For effecting this purpose, the Convention, 
after much deliberation, have resolved to re- 
commend as the plan, that of passing laws in 
the several states, provicing for the freedom, 
at a certain age, of all such slaves as shall be 
born after a certain period, and justice, as 
well as sound policy, would dictate, that the 
master who had been bencfitted by ther 
services and those of their ancestats, should 
prepare them for freedom by a suitable educa- 
on. 

An ardent attachment to our country, a 
firm conviction of the rectitude of our mten- 
tions, and of the practicability of our plans, 
constrains us earnestly to entreat you to use 
your influence in ettecting an early and gra- 
slual abolition of slavery, by which you may 
be instrumental in averting the horrors of a 
servile war, and in contributing essentially to 
the importance and happiness of your Coun- 
try.

Mr. Robertson, the eronaut, accompanied by

Asthey gradually 
arose, the five balloons, the handsomely deco- 
rated car, and the distinct appearance of the 
xriel voyagers, presented one of the most 
beautiful and mteresting ecenes of the kind 
ever beheld in New-York, Ther course ap- 
peared tu be towards the Jerseys. Mr, Kobert- 
son and the lady landed at Union, a smail vil- 

between Elizabethtown and Newark, 
N, J. and left the lady at the furm house of 
Mr. Brown. He then ascended alone and 
went much higher than le had been before.

A similar experiment in domesticating a 
trout is makin; on Long Island. When put 
into a well or spring, three years since, it did 
not weigh two ounces, Last March it was 
found to weigh over two pounds. It wiil rise 
gently from the bottom of the well and feed 
out of the hand. Several different kinds of 
fish, and among them trout of large size, have 
been put into the well, and all have been im- 
mediately attacked and ultimately killed by 
this lord of the castle.

‘There is another 
which prevails to considerable extent, and 
certainly should be checked, We allude to 
that of washing windows at mid-day, to the 
great detriment of fine feathers and fur hats. 
We are frequently caught in a shower when 
not a cloud is to be seen. Servants should at- 
tend to Uiis duty earty in the morning, before 
the streets are thronged with passengers. 








A most shocking occurrence took plice on 
the 17th ultimo, below Louisville, on the Ohio 
river. ‘T'wo citizens of Bourbon County, by 
the names of Stone, and Mr. David Cobb, of 
Lexington, Kentucky, were descending the 
river, with about eighty negroes. A tew of 
them rose and killed their masters, and a Mr. 
Davis, a bired band, and also a Mr. Gray, a 
passenger, returning home to the state of Mis- 
sissij pi. In all, five persons were murdered. 
Fifty-six of the negroes remained with the 
boat on the Indiana shore, and those concern- 
ed in the murder, to the number of 18 or 20, 
fled ivto the country. A part of them had 
been taken. 





The Missouri Republican says, the United 
States Lead Mines are now becoming a 
source of considerable revenue. The num- 
ber of diggers, and smelters, at the uxyper 
mines, have Freatly increased, and are still in- 
creasing, and the quantity of lead made this 
year will exceed in a four-fold ratio tliat 
ot former years. ‘The same paper states 
that the y impediment to the profitable 
working of these mines is occasioned by 
the Rapids in the Mississippi, near the mouths 
of the Des Moines and Rock river, in both of 
which it is practicable to clesr out a boat 
channel, at expense of not more than two 
years’ rent of the Upper Mines.

and talents to the promotionof populur or «/- 
vantageous measures—the former is selected 
not because he would do mere ,ood to th: 
whole, but because he would do less injury t 
+» part. 

Honorable rewards are likewise withhel 
from the deserving by their contemporarie:. 
because, while they see the full amount o/ 
their labours and acknowledge them grest, 
they remember the means employed an
